In response to this ocnmunist-style show trijil, the Knights of the Ku KLux Klan staged a series of fifteen rallies in 
the northwest portion of the state of Arkansas in an attempt to bring our message to prospective jurors and to alert 
area residents to the federal treason of "Seditious" Conspiracy. Though the focus of the rallies vas the Sedition 
charge and the three men vho are charged only for Sedition (foster Richard Butler, foster Rcbert Miles, and Louis 
Beam), Mxh attention mbs given to the federal policies that the sedition fourteen opposed, i.e., race-mixing, 
homosexuality, abortion, international finance, Zionism, and Secular Humanism. 


The first rally vas held in Van Buren, vhere there vas a great deal of positive response as veil as negative. The 
specter, Thom Rib, foticral Chaplain of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, drove heme a powerful speech, praising 
the merits of the men indicted for Sedition and their cmstituticnally guaranteed rights to Freedoms of Speech, Press, 
and foligicn. There vas a ocmical, TV style evangelist minister and deluded proselytes in attendenoe, with 
hastily scravled signs of protest agpinst the Klan. foster Robb expertly blasted their hypocritical and disruptive 


at tempt to slater the only organisation that stood ip for free speech. As usual, the feeble minded followers of 
this faisp prophet speared to hear only the deceit of their leader and were unwilling to listen to the ward of the 
truth. The final words of opposition from the lying minister succeeded in totally humiliating his anti-Klan pro¬ 
testers, most of vhem were elderly women in tennis shoes. 

A few hours later, another rally vas schedilad far Ozark, AR at 6:00 p.m. (after dark!) cn the steps of their court¬ 
house. Evictently, the tennis shoe-clad old ladies from Van Buren went here, called all their male kin folk and let 
them knew there were sene "evil ocneheads" around vho were "saying terrible things" to kindly old Aunt Nellie and 
cousin Caisy-^he, hpra**=> at rally time in Park , the pick-op trucks rolled in fully loaded with rowdy ParkLans, reedy 
to stamp a little democracy into those 'T^ri-Ocmunist KKK." 

The Klan's sound system mbs unable to drown out the noise of scares of protesters (bent cn avenging the honor of their 
Je^teo-CHristian Aunties?) The seven man KKK security team vas outnumbered by twenty to one and the local police, 
of course, were keeping their distance. After 20 minutes of white mobs screaming, chants of "Black Rover" and 
"Bull threats of violence and rmgyherm, the Klan vas forced to bring the rally to a close. Wnile Them Robb gave 
interviews to the many reporters and photographers, the security team (without shields) boldly shewed their vay 
through the howling mbs to lrpd the equipment in the vehicles. At ere point it appeared that the mb vas going to 
overturn the vehicles but quick-thinking by a Klanaman and police officer averted that disaster. 































The State police were calle d in to farm a protective escort cut of tcwi. Ftey the Michty God have mercy cn these 
igxrant towBfblk vho ardsrmed the messengers of His wad. They spoke evil of that vhich they know not. 


The nact rally vas at Aina, AR, and the police vere mrh better prepared for the nob. A large group of JudecKhristians 
equipped with crude placards aid led by wild eyed evangelists acpin tried to shout dcwi the neager sound system 
but vere unsuccessful. At this rally there vas also strong vocal support far the Klan and none of the more violent 
protesters reached the speaker, thanks to the security team, vho now had eight plywood shields , bearing the Christian 
cross1 

At the Clarksville rally, two carloads full of Write f&triots were arriving a little late to the rally site. They 
stated that vhen they were several blocks aay from the rally, they could hear the avful roar of the angry mob! 
Clarksville, being a little college tcwi, had a good representation of queers, acmnrunists, race rubers, and md 
people yelling and thronging about the lene spokesman and his three man security team. 

Just 11te in the nrvie, Birth of a tfe ticn , the Klanamen roared in to the rescue. The greater portion of this Write 
calvary was also kncwi as the TUlsa 9dns (3drheads) vho grabbed shields, drc*e their way through the mob, swamed 
over the courthouses's rails and banisters axl f amed a security line tot could withstand to toti-Christ hordes! 

The unifcamnly attired TUlsa Skins and their KLai brothers stood defiantly in the very face of the enary, feet 
straddled wide, shields at ready, fists balled up, glaring at their accusers in a stirring namer tot would have 
made their Viking ancestors proud! 


Of course, the mob went wild! The "protesters" knew tot they faoad the rightful Sens of the Ffepublio, srd before 
ton stood a ferae tot was mightier ton EVIL! This rally shall not ever be forgotten by any vho attended it! 

The rally at Greenwood wbs attended by a group of local patriots vho helped with to equipment aid participated in 
the ml nr guard, cne of these gsntlemsn, a huge Nordic Vferrior was at first glaioe, toucjit to be a Skinhead but 
it seems he had received a permanent vacation from the armed farces for meteing Aryai Justice to an abusive ncr>- 
Wiite officer. He vas very supportive of our position and told us tot his tcwi vas going to hell from the very 
problems we were talking about! Wien the nobs scre a med "Go hare!!", he would reply, "I live here!". However, 
to proud Viking was unused to being ml lad a "Otmnrunist" by queers and race mbers and, at cne point, had to be 
led away by State Police before had made a"gocd" canonist out of his nearest termaitars. The police were very 
acre tot this awesome Wiite Whrricr would probably break the real Reds into pieces! The potential far violence 
was great at this rally but to top notch security work presented a disaster. Nfeny listeners, there, ^proved of 
to Klan and thanked the Klanaren at rallies end. 

The rallies at FUris and Charlestcn were scheduled the next day and were attended by an eighteen mai security team 
including several warm. 

At FUris, tore were protesters and s u pporters and at cne point, several KlaismEn in to audience became involved 
in a verbal harangue with several townspeople. This ccnfroitaticn drew a crowd of onlookers and a Klan security 
officer ted to defuse the situation before a riot ensued. 


At to Charlestcn rally, the local cnlooters kept their distance until finally the local bully-boy and his "fan 
club" ^preached the speaker and to eicjit nan 9dnhead security line. Big Boy wanted the speaker, Them R±b, to 
talk about something else, it sesTE, because seme of to Big Boy's queer and ncn-Wiite pals were getting very 
upset! His fifteen nan "fen club" stood behind him trying to lock nearly as important as their "leader." Uikncwi 
to Big Boy three "plainclothes" Klansmsn were flan king him by about eigjnt feet, cne a nartial artist, cne a semi- 
pro beser, aid to other a hardened fiejiter vho had learned to survive cn to streets of Los Aogeles. Not to 
mention, he fared 16 shined Alack boots, eiejit shields aid some battle hungry, bald headed "aninals"! Even the 
security and the Color Guard behind to podium were nartial artists, as if Big Boy would &er get tot far! 

Them Rib proaeaded to e xplain to the audience tot to oenfrenting gang was so opposed to his speech, toy must be 
queers and raoe-mbers! Of course, Big Boy snorted litoe a bull and bellowed like a cow! His "cool" was being des¬ 
troyed ri^rt in front Of the fans! Big Boy stepped a foot or two closer, hurling challenges and, aas a mai, to 
vhole security team braced for acticn! Of course, to "fen club" kept their distance. 
































The vibrant energy tot amarated from tbs KKK security team stepped Big Bey in his tracks and even the polios beepn 
to close in, sensing real cbngsrl Them R±b oentirusd with his deli wry and Big Boy slink off to saw his 
danragsd ego. 

As the rally clsoed, Big Boy returned to take cne mere si ap at the Klansrren and in so doing, reoorded far posterity, 
a shameful act to tarnish Charleston's reputation far yeses to acne. Big Boy sauntered ip with an effenimte, 
adilt nego male cn his shoulders, flatting their debauchery fcr all the world to see! There were fewer of the 
"fen club" about Big Boy then! Vhere this snail Write oennunity found the negro is a question fcr all to ponder. 

BocnvilLe and Danville were attended by cnly a 3 man security tean, due to an ire storm but a local supporters in 
these towns helped the Klan surviw the mobs, f-feny people carre awey inpressed. 

The hfensfield rally is oewred elsewhere in this issue (Ffeicst of the Month). A security nan was injured slightly 
and cne protester had to be showd avay form the podium, by the author, into the custody of police. Other townsfolk 
agreed with Klan and wioed their support. 

The Barling rally was attended by a huge detachment of local, state and plainclothes officers. The 15 degree terperature 
tept the protesters away and the event cam off smoothly. At cne point, however, a car rolled into the rally site and 
p l a i nc l o thes officers imrediately arrested two men, confiscating seme type of object (!?!) from the passenger. The 
police security was in fine form this ewning and was certainly a credit to their department. 

Mena and Vfeldrcn, situated in a beautiful, mountainous pert of Arkansas were good rallies. There was definite support 
fnm the townsfolk aid local patriots. At Nina, upon leaving the courthouse steps, a few belligerent protesters had to 
be shewd away from the departing security detachme nt but no violence ensued. 

At Vhldrcrv cne fomiley stood before the podium, rnowd to tears by the emotional , patriotic address cf Thom Robb. 

The mother hugged her child proudly while the father cast menacing locks cwr his shoulder at the noisy protesters 
behind him. The response from true Americans like this family made all the revile and abuse insignificant in 
oenparisen. 

Mt. Ida, a nice remote community in the Ouachita Mt. 's was by far the most successful. The protesters were 5 or 6 
elderly "church people" who displaced their ignorance by toeing the podium with their backside and holding this posi¬ 
tion (and homemade picket signs) throughout the long deliwry. An EMEA (arrbulanoe) unit was in attendance in esse 
cne had a stroke. How their deceiving minister aould stand out there with thorn and bear up under the righteous 
admonition cf Them Robb is a nystery! Perhaps where there is no honor, there is no share. 

After this rally, instead cf a hurried escape, the participants went across the street far harburgers. They were 
pressed for autographs! The attending police were friendly, professional and wanted all the literature they 


ocuOd get! Nfeny, many people thanked the Klansrren and voiced support for their efforts! 

The Ft. Smith march ard rally was in a class by itself. Klansmen, Skinheads, tfeticnal Socialist, Christian Identity, 
and other tonal rationalists were well r epresented. However, the amount of "just plain folks" who shewed up with 
their families, claiming no pnl-itiral or ideological arientaticn other than love of freedom was trerendcus! 

The naroh was escorted by mounted police and the Knights of the Ku JGuk Klan security team, also assisted by 
affiliated brothers from all cxer America. 

The vanguard of the naroh carried a 20 foot long banner that read "Ffepeal the Anti-free speech Sedition Law" with a 
hammer and sickle pi if; a star of fevid/dollar sign. This banner said it best, for all of us! hfeny interesting 
placar ds and signs were observed and Christian, American and Confederate flagp flew everywhere! 

There were th usual throngp of protesters but with all the Wnite Vferricrs present, most of them led to mind their 
manners, not to mention armed police supervision, police sharpshooters cn the rooftops, plainclothes and F.B.I. 
everywhere! 

Them Rib gpve his usual hard-hitting best and our side was definitely in command! 






























How to Discuss the Extermination 
Thesis ('Holocaust') at a 
Cocktail Party or at a 'Holocaust' 
Seminar Sponsored by Zionists

If my memory serves me correctly, it was one of the 
greatest economists of the twentieth century, Ludwig von 
Mises, who admonished us that a cocktail party is no place at 
which to discuss such complicated and demanding subjects as 
economics. Such an admonishment is equally valid for the dis¬ 
cussion of such complicated historical questions as the Exter¬ 
mination Thesis. Nevertheless, it would be unrealistic to 
assume that the subject never comes up at cocktail parties, 
especially in the case of persons who are reputed to be skepti¬ 
cal about the Extermination Thesis. 

We who have expressed doubts about the Extermination 
Thesis are often the victims of gross oversimplifications. 
Oversimplifying remarks such as the following can be heard 
at gatherings of laymen: “Oh! The revisionists! Aren’t those 
the people like the ones who adhere to the flat earth theory , 
the ones who say that the ‘Holocaust* never happened?** Such 
remarks, of course, manifest just the sort of attitudes incul¬ 
cated by Zionist propagandists, who have no inclination to ad¬ 
mit the complexity of the “Holocaust** question, much less to 
admit that it is a question in the first place. 

When a doubter of the Extermination Thesis discusses it at 
a cocktail party — if he must — he is up against a number of 
psychological disadvantages. As a result of the hundred of 
millions of dollars expended by the “Holocaust** industry to 
spread its products, the doubter is usually outnumbered in the 
first place. People who have believed in the Extermination 
Thesis for many years as a result of having seen numerous 
television films (“docudramas,” two of which were reviewed 
in the Liberty Bell of May 1983 and May 1985) and who have 
read popular fictional accounts of it are typically irritated, in¬ 
deed offended, by having their simplistic, naive beliefs 
challenged. That is human nature. They feel that their in¬ 
telligence and capacity for critical judgement have been in¬ 
sulted Of course, in many political decisions, especially those 
pertaining to foreign policy and national defense, have been 
based on the propaganda myths which originated during the 
time of the Second World War, myths which have never been 
destroyed by objective analysis and factual knowledge. The 
masters of our popular media characteristically seldom have 
the slightest inclination to furnish such objective analysis and 
facts. 

Examples of what can come up at cocktail parties are Uncle 
John’s account of the emaciated bodies he saw when Units of 
his division helped to “liberate” Dachau or cousin George’s 
seeing the (fake) postwar gas chambers at Dachau when he 
was stationed in Munich during the 1950’s. After all, these 
tales “prove” the Holocaust,” do they not? Then there are the 
books of such “great historians” as those by William L. 
Shirer, who have waxed rich from their sensational, but by no 
means always accurate and balanced, journalistic accounts of 
the Second World War. Such books no doubt owe much^>f 
their success to the fact that they help ease American minds 
about the blunders “their” government made during what 
could very well be called the War To Make the World Safe for 
Communism. It took the United States only a little over three 
years to defeat, directly or indirectly, Germany and its allies 
(Finland. Hungary. Romania, Italy and others), the nations 


which were engaged in a titanic and desperate struggle 
against Communism. We have subsequently been engaged for 
over 40 years in trying to defend ourselves against Commun¬ 
ism. 

Then there are the incorrigible Democrats, not necessarily 
rarities at cocktail parties, who retain the idee fixe that 
Roosevelt and Truman could not be held responsible for the 
blunders that led to the dangers, anxieties and indeed 
genocides which were the results of the Soviet military and 
diplomatic victories of 1945 and later. In addition, there are 
those with certain kinds of religious beliefs who believe that 
Jews can do no wrongs. They should be reminded of Isaiah 19, 
2 . 

One of the areas of grossest distortion about the Extermina¬ 
tion Thesis lies in its background. Most “Holocaust” fiction of 
the sort with which the American public has been inundated 
for decades hardly conveys the fact that whatever happened 
to the Jews in Europe during the Second World War took 
place during a desperate war in which the Anticomintern 
powers of Europe were themselves threatened with genocide 
in any number of forms, threats which were indeed*actually 
carried out to a greater or lesser extent after the military 
defeat of the Anticomintern powers and even before it One 
need only think of Dresden, the fates of the German civilian 
populations of Berlin and Prague, the expulsion of millions of 
Germans east of the Oder-Neisse Line, the terrible fates of the 
Baltic and Croatian populations, etc. By Anticomitern forces, 
by the way, we mean those nations and ethnic groups which 
resisted the Communist onslaught toward the west These in¬ 
cluded not only Germany and Italy, but also Hungary, Fin¬ 
land, Slovakia, Romania, Bulgaria, Croatia and France 
(after 1940). In addition, a number of other national and 
ethnic groups furnished notable numbers of volunteers, such 
as the Baltic nations, Ukrainia, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Spain, Norway, Denmark and even Russians. For various 
reasons few Americans are aware of these facts.. Victory has 
many fathers, but defeat is an orphan. Anyone who questions 
the average American’s acceptance of the Extermination 
Thesis usually has to contend with a great ignorance about the 
most elementary facts of the Second World War. Many Amer¬ 
icans, for example, do not even realize that England and 
France declared war on Germany, not the other way around. 

In spite of the disadvantages which someone questioning the 
Extermination Thesis has at a gathering of laymen or at a 
“Holocaust” seminar, there are some effective strategies he 
can use and some devastating arguments he can cite. It is a 
well established principle of educational psychology that 
effective teaching can often be based on the procedure of 
going from the known to the unknown.” This involves taking 
facts and concepts already familiar to the learner and then 
building on them during the further learning process. We 
enumerate below some of the most effective strategies and 
arguments which can be employed by those disputing the Ex¬ 
termination Thesis amongst laymen. 

1. One of the most disarming questions which can be posed 
to the average accepter of Zionist propaganda is simply the 
inquiry as to what books he has read which dispute the 
‘Holocaust” In perhaps 99 per cent of the cases such people 
must concede that they have read none. The question becomes 
even more effective when specific titles and authors are men¬ 
tioned, such as those of the books by Butz, Staglich. App, 
Weber, etc. Then the accepters of Zionist propaganda, their 
positions already severely weakened, can be rendered com¬ 
pletely helpless by being asked u they arrive at judgements 
on the basis of hearing only one side of a complicated and con¬ 
troversial subject and how a court of law could ever arrive at 
justice if it permits only one side of a litigation to state itscase 
before the court 

2. One very effective way to remind the average proponent 
of the Extermination Thesis of his ignorance is tn ask him how 








many Jews died in Europe during the war and then to follow 
up on the question by asking him how many military deaths 
were suffered by the United States. Few will know. Relatively 
few will even have heard of Operation Keelhaul, certainly an 
event as significant as the sufferings of the Jews of Europe 
during the war and probably one which involved more deaths. 
The ignorance about the war revealed by such simple ques¬ 
tions is often astonishing and embarrassing to those who can¬ 
not answer them. 

3. At “Holocaust” seminars there are often “survivors” 
present They should be asked the appropriate questions, such 
as how they, as individual*, survived the war. Such “sur¬ 
vivors”.constitute, of course, living proofs against the Exter¬ 
mination Thesis. 

4. Many laymen have heard at least something about the 
Battle of the Warsaw Ghetto, which has been publicized by a 
number of American films and books as well as the Com¬ 
munist government of Poland. As late as April 1943 that 
famous revolt of the Warsaw ghetto involved enough Jews to 
hold off German military units for several weeks. That was 
nearly four years after the beginning of the war. If there had 
been an extermination order as early as January 1942 (the 
time of the Wannsee Conference), how could so many Jews 
have still been present in Warsaw as late as April 1943? 

5. We Americans interned persons of Japanese descent 
within a few weeks after the attack on Pearl Harbor, sup¬ 
posedly for purposes of military security. These facts are 
quite well known. By contrast, the German authorities were 
quite dilatory about interning Jews, but by April 1943 German 
authorities had ample reasons for considering Jews to con¬ 
stitute a military threat to their desperately thinly spread 
armed forces, which had all they could to do fend off massive 
Soviet attacks on the eastern front, to man defensive positions 
along the western coasts of Europe against the coming inva¬ 
sion by Anglo-American forces and to defend themselves 
against partisans, especially in the eastern areas. Is it any 
wonder that German authorities decided to relocate and in¬ 
tern Jews? 

6. The fate of Anne Frank is fairly widely known through 
‘.‘her” famous diary. It constitutes one of the best disproofs of 
the Extermination Thesis. This frail girl was deported from 
the Netherlands to Auschwitz in 1944, but when the Soviet 
forces came nearer and nearer, she was transported to Belsen 
far to the west, where she died just several weeks before the 
end of the war during a typhus epidemic, a fate shared by 
many interned Jews. Such relocation at the cost of very 
scarce transportation facilities and guard personnel would 
hardly have been carried out if there had been a general ex¬ 
termination order. 

7. Germany, a country about the size of our state of Texas, 
was very effectively blockaded during both World Wars. The 
blockades were prime factors in the defeat of Germany in 
both wars. Since about 1870 the German population grew to 
such an extent that Germany had to import food in exchange 
for manufactured products. When the powerful British navy 
blockaded Germany beginning in September 1939, food 
became scarce, both in Germany and eventually throughout 
Europe. This scarcity of food was directed as a powerful 
weapon against Germany, but it harmed friend and foe alike, 
including, of course, the countries occupied by German forces 
and the Jewish population under German control. Jews were 
thus no exception in suffering from these circumstances cre¬ 
ated by the Allied blockade, along with other Europeans. By 
the spring of 1945, Germans were suffering from a severe 
scarcity of food, as any American soldier in Germany could 
observe at the time. Nevertheless, a number of Jewish 
publications contain pictures of persons liberated from 
Auschwitz in January 1945 who looked fairly well nourished. 
Auschwitz, we must recall, was far to the east of the heaviest 
Allied bombing attacks on German transportation facilities. 


8. During the closing months of the war the Allied air forces 
had nearly complete control of the air and could bomb cities 
and transportation facilities almost without impediment. 
Under these circumstances chaos prevailed and it became 
very difficult to supply the concentration camps with what 
food and medications were available. Hunger and disease 
then took a heavy toll amongst the inmates. Allied units which 
captured the camps encountered many emaciated corpses of 
the victims of hunger and disease. In at least one Instance 
(Nordhausen) Allied bombardment was directly responsible 
for killing many inmates. (See the incorrectly captioned pic¬ 
ture in the 1970 edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica, (VoL 
23, p. 776.) Even after the capture of the camps by Allied 
units the internees continued to die, in some cases as a result 
of supplies of food of kinds to which they were no longer ac¬ 
customed. 

9. The demographic data in connection with Jewish mor¬ 
tality during the war are complicated and largely elusive. 
Many Americans, however, have noticed the huge numbers of 
Jews who came to North America during and immediately 
after the war. The huge present Jewish population of 
Palestine, some three million, is largely the result of im¬ 
migration from Europe. Prior to 1933 only a small percentage 
of the population of Palestine was Jewish. As late as 1939, in 
fact, only 445,457 Jews were counted in Palestine, many of 
them already from Europe. The curious layman should be 
referred to Waiter Sanning’s Dissolution of Eastern European 
Jewry (Torrance, 1983). From Jewish sources we know that 
there were approximately as many Jews in the territory of the 
present German Federal Republic after the war as before. 
(See Bulletin No. 9.) It is fairly easy to demonstrate that the 
famous six million figure usually given for Jewish mortality is 
absurd, sb absurd that it has a tendency to discredit other 
“Holocaust” claims. To judge from International Red Cross 
statistics, the number of Jews who died in German relocation 
camps during the war might be exceeded by the number of 
German civilians killed in the bombing of Dresden on 13-14 
February 1945. 

10. Many aerial surveillance photographs of Auschwitz 
were taken by Allied airplanes during 1944. Several years ago 
these were released by the American government They 
represent one of the best disproofs of the Extermination 
Thesis. 

11. The motivations for the huge “Holocaust” industry must 
be constantly stressed. (See the Journal of Historical Review, 
Summer 1982, pp. 105-118 and Liberty Bell, September 1985, 
pp. 32-35.) The well-known forgery factories of the USSR and 
other Communist countries should be pointed out, even as 
noted in U.S. News of 17 February, 1986, p. 74. The USSR it¬ 
self committed to many war crimes that it is still attempting 
to obliterate them by contrast A huge “Holocaust” Museum 
is being erected in Washington to commemorate the alleged 
Jewish victims of National Socialism, which ceased to exist in 
1945. Where, though, is a monument to the millions of victims 
of Communism, the present threat to our very existence? 

12. The lack of willingness to debate revisionists publically 
is a striking demonstration of the lack of validity of the 
“Holocaust” claims. The destruction on 4 July 1984 of the 
headquarters of the Institute for Historical Review is one of 
the most striking demonstrations of the resistance to bringing 
the debate out into the open. The war crimes trials are fre¬ 
quently cited to support the “Holocaust” claims. One of the 
most effective arguments against their validity is the torture 
used to obtain the confessions employed at the trials. The lkck 
of normal judicial procedures and standards in the Nurem¬ 
berg trials of 1945-1946 is also noteworthy. 

The strategies and arguments for informing laymen 
enumerated above are simply samples which can be supple¬ 
mented and adapted to circumstances by well informed revi- 
sionists. —Charles E. Weber
